One switch is being installed, the five remainins 
guitehes are expected to arrive soon and will be installed with 
yut delay. Although the tracks are heavily used, arrival tracks, 
mucn worn-out rails of types 8 and 15 as far as they were availatic 
were utilized for the construction of these tracks. Jell-preserven 
rails of ty_¢ 6 are in short supply in the BERLIN Railroad 
District. ue same seems to be the case in other districts, since 
such rails could not be made available by the Certral Procurement 
Office ("Zentvalbeschaffungsant" ) for the construction of the 
Bicone d-Guuicd track, or this line section rails of type 8 were 
also ui ed. 


Liz iter type rails cannot be utilized for these tracks since it 
has been observed ut various places that they do “ot stand the 
strain of heavy locomotives.
